OREGON—(Special)—Ogle Sheriff James White today said Arthui 


Wakenight, 39, Grand Detour, signed a confession Monday admitting 
burglarizing a furniture store where he was employed in Jacksonville 


White said Wakenight claimed 


the loot was between $700 and $800. 
Earlier reports set the loss at $1,- 
000 or more. 


Wakeriight was captured in the 


home of his mother, Mrs. Francis 
Wakenight, Grand Detour, Sunday 
after White and four deputies, Lee 
Sheriff John Stouffer and Deputy 
Robert Burrs and two carloads of 
state policemen surrounded 
the 


home. 


White said Wakenight gave the 


following account of his move- 
ments since the burglary in Jack- 
sonville Sept. 16. 


Wakenight came to Grand De- 


tour shortly after the burglary, 
but returned later to Jacksonville 
where he was identified. He fled 
from authorities, 
abandoned 
his 


car and hid for three days in a 
large wooded area south of Jack- 


sonville. Twice, Wakenighb said 
the authorities searching the woods 
were "close enough for me to see 
them." 


Wakenight 
slipped 
away 
and 


traveled by bus'to Rockford and 
had spent time in that city and 
Grand Detour. 
Sheriff' White ord- 


ered the raid when he received a 
tip that Wakenight was in his 
mother's home-. 


Jacksonville authorities ai rived 


in Oregon Monday afternnon and 
returned with Wakenight who faces 
burglary and larceny charges. He

classes for the second day to- 
day as the battle over admis- 
sion of 11 Negro pupils con- 
tinued. 


Dr. George R. Miller, state su- 


perintendent of public instruction, 
announced that 509 pupils—or 32.6 
per cent of the 1,562 enrolled at 
the previous all-white combined 
elementary and high school—at- 
tended classes today. 


Shows Increase 


TKis was an increase of 3 per 


cent over Monday when 456 pupils 
reported after their schools had 
been closed i<tf a week. 


Dr. Miller said the two factors 


still dominating the situation are 
"the fear of violence and intimida- 
tion by those opposed to the in- 
tegration."

school attendance law. That stat- 
ute requires school attendance un- 
til the age of 16.

Swiatlo, high ranking sccur- 
ty official in Communist Po- 
and, has fled to the United 
States and given U. S- offi- 
cials an account of the myste- 
rious disappearance of three 
Americans behind the Iron 
Curtain in 1949. 


He said the Americans—Mr, and 


Mrs. Noel Field and Herman Field, 
brother of Noel—were seized by 
the Communists. 


Demand lleleasr 


Acting on Swiatlo's information, 


the United States has: 


1. Sent a note to Communist Po- 


land demanding the release of Her- 
man Field from Miedzeszyn pris- 
on, just outside Warsaw, and his 
return to the United States "at th« 
earliest possible date." • 


2. Sent a note to Communist 


Hungary demanding the release of 
Noei and Herta Field. 
The stata 


department has no recent informa- 
tion on them from Swiatlo but as- 
sumes that since he said he saw 
them in Budapest in 1949 they ar« 
still being held there.

Defense Dilemma 


An old and grave dilemma which faces our nation's mili- 


tary planners was once again brought into focus by two re- 


number one, the British Royal Air force 


came out with its wartime history which blames the Uer- 
man air defeat on a blunder by Hitler's generals. It con- 
dudes that the Nazis had aircraft designs which were oet- 
ter than those of the Allies, but the Luftwaffe high com- 
mand failed to press their development. 
When World War H began, the Luftwaffe s stockpile of 


planes was the biggest and best in the world. But while 
Britain, the U. S- and Russia went on to newer designs, the 
Germans continued to fight with their mass supply of old 
ones The planes which had won in 1940 were still expected 
to do so in 1943. And this, to the RAF, was Germany a 
fatal error. 
a

News report number two came from the U. S. naval 


department which warns that the U. S. fleet is in danger 
of "bloc obsolescence." A basic problem, the navy declares, 
is that most of our present fighting ships were built during 
World War TL and their useful lives will soon be over. An 
example is the U. S- S. Missouri, our best-known ship of the 
war, which only a few days ago was sent to our growing 
"mothball fleet." 
At present rates of expansion, the naval power of Russia 


will begin outdating our own by 1958 — and will rank supreme 
in the world in roughly another decade. To prevent this from 
taking place, we will have to build hundreds of ships in a 
massive 10-year program costing $28,000,000,000. 


These reports, taken together, point up the vital ques- 


tion of just how far it is safe to go in building up stockpiles 
of weapons. The grave dilemma is this: A nation that's 
not well armed is an easy prey to aggression. But a nation 
which arms "to the teeth" — and stays that way for years — 
is flirting with serious hazards. 


In building a massive arsenal, it may fatally strain its 


basic economy, or be- lulled into false security. Then when 
the actual battle arrives, it may find that its piles of equip- 
ment are suddenly out of date.

The problem has never been greater than it is in Amer- 


ica today. It lies at the very core of debates over size of our 
air force and navy. Should we take the planes of today and 
put them in mass production so our air force becomes the 
largest? Or would this result tomorrow in an oversupply of 
Inferior planes? And how should we rebuild our navy — en 
masse or a bit at a time ? 


The experts admit there are no safe answers 
There 


also is no consolation in the fact that our possible enemies 
are faced with a similar problem. For if shooting starts, 
they will start it — which means they can gear their arsenal 
building for definite tunes and locations. 


The lesson learned from the Germans is clear and wor- 


thy of notice: that a stockpile which grows too large is loaded 
with hidden dangers. 


But we seem to have no other choice but to keep our 


backlog of arms constantly even or ahead in relation to those 
of our possible foes. Fof it's better to have a gun that is 
old than it is to have no gun at all.

A county board in Illinois has no 
legal authority to authorize or ord- 
er any county office to lemain 
clpsed on Saturday or "any paitic- 
ular day or days," Attorney Gen- 
eral Latham Castle held today in 
an official opinion 


The opinion, which answered a 


query from State's Attorney James 
P. Kellstedt of Pecna County, re- 
fused to pass upon constitutionality 
of paragraph 483 chapter 120 Illi- 
nois Revised Statutes 1953 which 
requires the county treasurer, as 
an e\ officio supervisor of assess- 
ments, to keep his office open on 
Saturday 


"The legal presumption is that 


all acts of the legislature are con- 
stitutional," Castle s opinion said, 
"and I do not consider it within the 
province of my duties to pass upon 
the constitutionally of laws for the 
reason that this prerogative is 
vested with the courts " 


The statutes 
Castle's opinion 


states authorize the courts to fr\ 
both office hours and day when the 
offices of te clerks of such courts 
are to be open but onH authorize 
county boards to fix opening and 
closing hours for the of fires of the 
recorder of deeds
